Stuart received from Washington yes- 
terday u list, of over fifty concerns 
operating in much the same manner as 
the Guarantee Investment Co. of Chi- 
cago, whose officers were convicted in 
Judge Qosscup's court. 
'Accompany- 


ing1 the list was a communication from 
the 
chief post office inspector 
at 


Washington stating that the companies 
named had been investigated by As- 
sistant Attorney-General Thomas, and 
had been pronounced by him fraudu* 
lent and not entitled to the privileges 
of the United States mails. Inspector 
Stuart was instructed to notify the. 
postmasters in his district not to de- 
liver any of them registered letters or 
money orders. He was also directed 
to secure evidence against any of the 
companies operating here or anywhere 
else in the west and prosecute them 
under the law forbidding lotteries and 
the act forbidding the use of tlie mails 
for swindling purposes.

ENGLAND'S PAKCEL POST. 
THE BURGLAR'S TOOL& 


A System That Hae Orown with 


Amazing BaphUty- 


What WM ft» Unknown ConTenlenoe Ten 


Tnra Ago U Now an Almoitt In- 


fttepeMMbh* Adjunct to 


Dmlij Lib. 


The act authorizing the parcel post 


wan passed In 1882. Bnt It may well be 
Imagined that time wa» necessary to 
mount an entirely new postal service 
without disorganizing the ordinary 
mails, and it was not until August 1, 
1883, that the post was actually placed 
»t the disposal of the public, says the 
London Times. 


May 1, 1888, a new scale'of weights 


and charges waa issued. 
The scale, . 


which still obtains, ascended by 
single instead of double pounds, and ' 
thus represented a charge of Sd for the 
first pound and IKd for each suc- 
ceeding pound. At the same time the 
maximum weight was raised to eleven 
pounds, a parcel of that weight being 
carried for 18d. Compensation wns 
promised to: the loss or damage of any 
parcel in the post up to the sum of £t, 
while further sums of £5 and £10 might 
be secured by the payment of 1 penny 
»nd 2d respectively. 


The original scale of weights and 


charges was for a parcel not exceed- 
ing one pound, Sd; up to three pounds, 
Sd; up to five pounds, 9d, and up to | 
jieven pounds, Is. At seven pounds the 
post stopped. The maximum dtmen- 
sions, allowed were three and one-half 
,feet in length and six feet in length 
»nd girth combined, and these dimen- 
alons have been found throughout to 
ifce sufficient to meet the public demand. 


The effect of these changes at once 


became visible. From June, 1886, on- 
wards, the number of parcels increased 
by more than twenty percent, over the 
number for the corresponding months 
of the previous year, and the total 
number of parcels carried in the year 
1886 rose to 31,000,000. In the mean- 
tune parcel posts had been established 
with many colonies and foreign states. 
The admirably managed post office of 
India and the post office of Eg-.ypt (or- 
ganized by the country) were the first 
to respond to the invitation of the 
postmaster general, and the in tor- 
change of parcels with India, llurmah. 
Aden and Egypt commenced July I, 


1886.At the end of another six months 
Germany and Belgium, forerunners of 
this country in parcel post enterprise. 
bad entered in similar relations, and 
from the commencement of 1880 the 
work of connecting this country with 
the rest of the world for the purpose 
of interchanging parcels by post pro- 
ceeded apace. 
The next change of importance took 


place ,luue 1, 1891, when the system of 
registration was for the first time ex- 
tended to inland parcels, together with 
compensation on a liberal scale. 
For 


the ordinary registration, a fee of 3d. 
compensation up to £!> was promised, 
while for'cvery additional Id another 
£5 could be secured up to a maximum 
of £26. At the same time the compen- 
sation payable on an unregistered par- 
cel was raised from £1 to £2. Finally, 
December 1 last, a scale of payment 
rising to £50 (which had previously 
been applied to the post to India and 
the West Indies) was adopted; and itis 
now possible to obtain compensation 
up to that amount by payment of the 
registration fee of 3d and additional 
lee of 8d, or lid in all. It Is not sur- 
prising that under the influence of 
these improvements the number of 
parcels sent per head of the popula- 
tion has more than doubled since the 
post was instituted. 


So completely has the parcel post 


aow become an adjunct of daily life 
that it Is almost difficult to realize 
that ten years ogo anyone wishing to 
eend a parcel, even between two cen- 
ters of population, had no certainty 
when it would bo dispatched, when it 
would be delivered, and how much he 
would have to pay; while rural districts 
were, for such purposes, practically out 
4>f reach.

Itaw the Nefarious Worker* of the NlftM 


Obtain Their Tools 


&ery Httle while. a»y» the Boston 


Daily Globe, the police arrest a man 
with a kit of burglars' tools in his pos- 
session, and one naturally wonders 
where they all come from 
It is easy 


to buy a gun of any description, and 
the most reputable «ltiwn would not 
be ashamed to be seen purchasing the 
most wicked looking knife ever made; 
bnt who would know where to get, a 
slungshot, or a jimmie, or a device for 
drilling into a safe, or any of the many 
tools used bv the professional bm-glar 
In the pursuit of his calling? There 
probably are places in many large 
cities where these things are made and 
sold to the users, bnt such places are 
scarce. Once in awhile the police Bnd 
such a factory, and then things go hard 
for the proprietors 
It may seem a 


little strange to learn that racist of the 
tools used in burglaries are made by 
mechanics who are respectable' men in 
the community 


When a burglar wants any particular 


tool made he goes to a mechanic who 
can do the job. and pays him perhaps 
five times what it is actually worth for 
making the tool and keeping still 
about it. Superintendent Elbridge of 
the police' department recalls many 
cases of thjs.kind that have come, to 
light in Boston. One in particular oc- 
c«rved three years ago, when an es- 
•caped convict named Williams went to 
s blacksmith in Roxbury and got him 
to make a lot of drills to be used in safe 
cracking 
He personally 
superin- 


tended the tempering of the steel, and 
when the job was nearly completed it 
leaked out and Williams was arrested. 
In this instance, the blacksmith knew 
nothing of the use to which the tools 
were to be put, and escaped punish- 
ment. In the opinion of Superintendent 
Elbridge most of the tools used by 
burglars are secured in this way. The 
only regular establishment where they 
were made ever discovered in Boston 
was at the West End. This was years 
ago, and the place was soon broken up. 


EFFECT OF AIR ON COAL. 


•One tlay we went to town to visit a 


manufactory of Cashmere shawls, says 
» writer in the Cornhill Magazine. 
After u terribly unattractive approach, 
we again clambered up some stairs and 
emerged into a large room full of looms, 
with about forty men all hard at 
•work. 
One wo especially watched. 


He had in front of him nearly a thou- 
sand shuttles of different shades, and 
out of these ho would select one and 
thread it through as many of the fine 
strand* stretched tightly before him as 
his pattern directed, and after so doing 
ine pulled toward him a heavy bar 
which pushed the lust little thread 
quite tig'ht, before putting in the next. 


In old days one man used to read 


out the pattern to all tlie rest, but now 
each hits his own design on a .slip of 
paper in front of him. It is said that 
the wavy line, so often seen in these 
shawlK, WUH originally taken from the 
curves of the Jhclum. It took four 
months, we are told, for four men to 
do seven inches «f this work, one yard 
wide, working from five in the morn- 
Ing till five in tlic evening every day, 
aoit was hardly to be wondered at that 
two yards should cost nearly one hun- 
dred pounds. 
, 


As wo loft, the workroom, so glad to 


exchange its heated atmosphere for a 
cooler breath of air, it was impossible 
to check the obvious thought of the 
contrast such lives are to our own. 
We mingled with' the gayly dressed 
crowd gathered to see a polo tourna- 
ment, and our thoughts strayed back 
to that stifling room, with its ceaseless 
monotony and perpetual grind, where 
men, more like machines, wove hour 
after hour varying hues of color into 
one harmonious whole. And yet the 
old simile would also assert itself, that 
we too in one sense, are hour by hour 
working tiny threads that go to make 
Tpthe pattern and color of ourlives^ 
The whole design, however, does not 
Ue open before ns.but in mercifully 
withheld bv an all-wise master hand. 


Factt* Comsemlne the Ventilation of 
Quantities. 


A thorough and scientific examina- 


tion made by an English chemist on 
the effect of air and ventilation on 
coal gives

1. The danger of spontaneous firing of 
coal in large lumps is very slight, but 
is touch greater with smaller coal and 
still greater with dust, the increase of 
danger being due to the larger extent 
of surface exposed to the air in propor- 
tion to the mass of coal. 8. Air- 
dried coal which contains more than 
three per cent, of moisture is dan- 
gerons, but if it contains less the dan- 
ger diminishes, the moisture contained 
being a measure of the 
absorbent 


power of the coal for air, and the 
move absorbent the cbal the more 
dangerous. 
S. The danger is some- 


what increased by the presence of 
pyrites in large quantity. 4. Newly- 
won coal should be shielded from the 
air as much as possible to prevent the 
chance of rapid heating, and for the 
same reason it is best not to stack it, in 
large heaps, since these retain the 
heat. 5. All external sources of heat, 
such as steam pipes, boilers and hot 
flues in the neighborhood of the coal, 
add very greatly to the risk, sponta- 
neous heating becoming vastly more 
rapid when it is assisted from without. 
Of course, these conclusions hove 
special relation to coal that is stored 
or shipped in cargoes. 


THREE BILLS. 


Alarming »edactlon» Taken from New 


Vork'n decent gtmttitlM. 


Every person's character mast be re- 


vealed by the bills he contracts, not by 
the bills he pays, for he does not al- 
ways personally contract the bills he 
pays nor pay the bills he contracts. A 
glance at any man's actual and per 
sonal bills must surely reveal the sort 
of a man that he la. 


Let us hope, says the Youth's Com- 


panion, that this Is not true of nations, 
states or cities. H we were, as a peo- 
ple, to be judged by the comparison of 
our drink and gambling bills with our 
bills for schools and churches how 
hopeless our national character must 
appear. 
It is not probable that the city of 


New York is in this respect worse than 
other American cities, but the figures 
recently published recording the ex- 
penditure of that city in the year 1SW 
for schools, amusements and drinks 
are alarming as well as instructive. 


The city's public school bill for the 


year nftmed, representing the larger 
part of the expenditure for education, 
was four million dollars. Its amuse- 
ment bill—the Sum which it paid for 
its theaters, circuses and other public 
shows—was seven million dollars. And 
its drink bill was sixty million dollars! 


It is needless to make any comment 


upon these figures. The proportion 
holds prowl, or nearly good, of the 
whole country. What is wasted upon 
drink and lost in speculation aud other 
forms of gambling would vastly more 
than double the salaries of till the 
teachers and preachers in the. United 
States.

Tho Potato Centuries ABO. 


H lias been proved beyond u. doubt 


that at the time of the discovery of 
America the cultivation of the potato 
was practiced with every appearance 
of ancient usage in the temperate re- 
gions from Chili to New Grenada at 
altitudes varying- with the latitude. 
The name of the discoverer of the po- 
tato is unknown, but 
I>u Candolle 


sums up the history of its discovery as 
follows: "The potato is wild in Chill 
in a form which is still seen in our 
cultivated plants; it is doubtful wlieth- 
er its natural home extends to Pern 
and Hew Granada; its cultivation was 
diffused before the discovery of Amcr- 
lea. and it was introduced in the latter 
half of the sixteenth century into that 
part of the United States now known 
as Virginia and North Carolina, and 
the potato was imported into Europe 
first by the Spaniards and afterward
